Rut to the aid of the sick and 
afflicted come those wonderful 
people, the volunteers. A group 
of adult volunteers, as spon­ 
sored by Harbor General Hos­ 
pital, have brought life to the 
dull day by day rountine of the 
hospital.

They bring a new outlook and 
vitality to the patients. Those 
who have not had visitors since 
their confinement now have 
someone to talk to and discuss 
their problems with. The rais­ 
ing of a window or of a bed. a 
kind word or something to read 
can mean so much after even 
two or three days flat on your

200 Volunteers
This group of volunteers was 

created by 25 women who want­ 
ed to come down to the hospital 
on their own time and do what
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they could to help. Sine* last 
OctAber this organh*Mtion ha« 
grown to a total of 200 women, 
yet more are still needed. These 
women have contributed more 
than 14,000 hours of their own 
time in less than a year.

A council has been forme4 
which works In conjunction 
with the Supervisor of Volun­ 
teer Services at the hospital.

The volunteers assist in train­ 
ing; other volunteers, always un­ 
der the supervision of a nurse, 
to work in any part of the hos­ 
pital. Any woman from 18 years 
of age to 75 who can work ft 
minimum of two hours a week 
is needed.

All Type* of Work
Volunteers may work in any 

ward or clinic in the hospital, 
in central supply, pharmacy, or 
admitting. You may work at 
your own convenience and for as 
long as you wish. If your shift 
runs through any meal time 
you are privileged to eat in th^ 
hospital dining room free of 
charge.

All volunteers are given a 
free physical and chest x-ray 
before they start to work and 
must wear a regulation uniform 
and badge while on hospital 
grounds.
